2. The briefing was arranged at the request ©f Major General 
E. C. Doleman, Assistant Chief of Staff for intelligence. Depart- 
ment ©f Army, in connection with the Army’s consideration ©f the 
recommendations contained in Hus report by the Foreign Intelligences 
Advisory Board on the Dunlap cue©, la addition to several senior 
officers ©f General Dolonr.an's Staff, the briefing was attended >y 
representatives of the Army's General Counsel and Inspector 
General's Staffs.

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4. Otf Bom* significance nail interest to you was the feet 
that Mr. Caltfeao, at the conclusion of our meeting, indicated 
that the -Army interest la oar procedures arose from its caa- 
aide rations of Recommendation 3 a£ the report by th« Foreign 
intelligence Advisory Board arising fro**' the Dunlap case. 

TMs recommendation* as ytm know, advocates the centralise- 
dflffl of the supervision and direction of the screening, inves- 
tigation and review of personnel .security cases. I had stressed 
the importance of such centralisation daring my briefing of 
Mr. Ceiifeao and he indicated that he supposed that the Depart- 
ment of the Army would hav*s to fellow the Agency's « cample is 
this regard since Hue JF'IAB race mre sedation was quite solicit 
in this respect.
